The chief editions consulted are those of Halm 
(Berlin, 1882), Richter-Eberhard (Leipzig, 1879), and 
Long (London, 1862). Frequent reference has also 
been made to Roby's and Madvig's Latin Grammars, 
Ramsay's Manvul of Antiquities, and Smyth's 
Sicily. 



INTRODUCTION 

1: The prosecution of Gaius Verres for extortion took 
place in the year b.c. 70, in the consulship of Gnaeus 
Pompeius and Marcus Crassus. Cicero was then a 
rising advocate, thirty-seven years of age, steadily 
winning his way to a foremost place in his profession. 
Critical though the case was from Cicero's point of 
view — for on the success or failure of this, his first 
great public prosecution, his future career largely 
depended, — yet for us it derives its chief interest and 
importance from the nature of the charge, rather than 
from the individuality either of the defendant or 
prosecutor. For during the course of the prosecution 
many a side-hght is thrown on the system of Roman 
provincial government : the wanton cruelty, oppres- 
sion, and avarice to which the provincials were sub- 
jected at the hands of a rapacious and unprincipled 
governor are brought out into high rehef: and 
though allowance be made for rhetorical exaggeration 
and the bitterness of personal enmity, there yet 
remains a lifelike portrait of a typical provincial 
ruler, of which the exaggerated light and shade serve 
merely to intensify the vivid reaUty of the main out- 
lines. 
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2. The trial lias further a certain political interest, 
which wlU. be best understood from a brief survey, of 
the attitude of parties at this period. Previous to the 
tribunate of the Gracchi (e.g. 133-123), the indicia 
had been in the hands of the senate, but were trans- 
ferred by those patriots to the equites : Sulla, how- 
ever, during his dictatorship (b.c. 81-79) restored the 
judicial power to the senate, a change which was far 
from having satisfactory results. The senators proved 
themselves as venal in the administration of justice as 
they were feeble and incapable in the conduct of 
foreign affairs. The miserable weakness and ineffi- 
ciency they displayed in the management of the wars 
against Sertorius, Spartacus, and the pirates ; the 
open and acknowledged corruption of their tribunals ; 
their oppression and maladministration of the pro- 
vinces, gave additional force to the reiterated demands 
of the democratic party for the restitution of the 
political rights of which Sulla had deprived them. 
The hopes and aspirations of the democrats were 
strengthened by the adhesion to their party of 
Pompeius and Crassus, the two most powerful men at 
Rome at that time — the former, by reason of his 
popularity with the legions and his undoubted 
military ability ; the latter, on account of his colossal 
wealth. The coalition thus formed in b.c. 71 sealed 
the fate of the SuUan constitution and insured the 
downfall of senatorial rule. Pompeius and Crassus 
wei:e elected consuls for the following year, and 
immediately set to work to reverse Sulla's enactments. 
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The tribunician power was restored : the question of 
the indicia was settled by the lex Aurelia, passed 
late in b.c. 70, by which it was ordained that the 
iudices should be chosen equally from the senators, 
equites, and tribuni aerarii; and finally the censor- 
ship, abolished by Sulla, was reinstituted. 

3. It was during the excitement which preceded 
the passing of the lex Aurelia, but before the actual 
terms of the bill had been made known (cf. § 178, 
cum primo agere coepimus, lex non erat promulgata, 
and note), that the prosecution of Verres took place. 
Cicero constantly reminds the senatorial iudices how 
precarious was their tenure of the indicia. He 
exhorts them to take this golden opportunity, 
' tempus divinitus datum,' to free their order from 
the infamy and contempt they had incurred : they as 
well as the accused, he said, were on their trial, for 
the eyes of all were upon them, jealously watching 
to see if they would condemn a wealthy criminal : the 
acquittal of Verres would be capable of but one inter- 
pretation; his just condemnation would insure the 
continued enjoyment of their judicial rights. 

4. Gains Yerres (his gentile name is nowhere men- 
tioned) was the son of C. Verres, a man of senatorial 
rank, as we learn from Cicero (bk. ii. § 95). He makes 
his first appearance in history in the year B.C. 82, 
when he served as quaestor to Gnaeus Papirius 
Carbo, one of the leaders of the Marian party. He 
deserted him, however, at Ariminum, and went over to 
SuUa, taking with him the mihtary chest (see § 152). 
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Sulla however seems to have viewed his new adherent 
with suspicion, though he rewarded his treachery 
with a grant of some coniiscated territory at Beneven- 
tum (bk. I. § 38). 

5. Verres next appears as legatus to Cn. Dolabella, 
praetor of Cilicia, B.C. 80-79, a man of kindred spirit 
with himself — cruel, rapacious, and extortionate. He 
rehearsed here all the enormities which he was to 
enact on a larger scale in Sicily, marking his progress 
through Achaia, even before he reached his province, 
by the most shameless acts of plunder and profligacy 
— qvMcunque iter fecit, eius modi fuit ut non legatus 
populi Bomani, set ut quaedam calamitas pervadere 
viderMur (bk. I. § 144). He proved himself not less 
faithless to Dolabella than he had been to Garbo ; 
for when the former was impeached for extortion by 
M. Scaurus in B.C. 78, Verres gave evidence against 
him, and, stipulating for a pardon for himself, was 
chiefly instrumental in securing the condemnation of 
his chief. 

6. With the plunder he had amassed in Cilicia, 
Verres purchased his election to the city-praetorship 
for B.C. 74, a magistracy which gave him an almost 
unlimited field for the display of his pecuhar talents. 
In each single department of his ofSce, Cicero shows 
that he violated his trust — robbing orphans, of whom 
he was the legal guardian, of their patrimony : impos- 
ing and appropriating heavy fines for neglect to repair 
pubhc buildings : letting out contracts to those who 
feed him best : selling his edicts to the highest 
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bidders, or even revoking them when it was made 
worth his while, and issuing his verdicts in accord- 
ance with the wealth or poverty of the litigants, or 
the caprice and avarice of his mistress Chelidon 
(bk. I. § 103 foil.). 

7. At the expiration of his city-praetorship, he 
obtained by lot, not without some suspicion, as Cicero 
hints, of fraudulent practices, the praetorship of Sicily, 
the richest and most flourishing of the Koman pro- 
vinces, B.C. 73. Unfortunately for the province, his 
tenure of this office was extended for eighteen months 
beyond the legal year, as his destined successor, 
Q. Arrius, was detained in Italy by the servile war. 

8. Cicero had been quaestor of Lilybaeum in B.C. 
75, and had gained the goodwill and confidence of the 
Sicilians by the strict integrity and rigid impartiality 
of his administration. It was to him therefore that 
they now turned in their distress, begging him to 
undertake the prosecution of Verres, and seek redress 
for their grievances. Cicero was nothing loath, per- 
haps, to take the opportunity that presented itself of 
increasing his reputation in the law-courts. Hitherto 
he had confined himself exclusively to the less 
invidious part of his profession, appearing only as 
defender ; he now however accepted the new role of 
prosecutor, and threw himself heartily into the cause 
of the Sicilians. 

9. On his return to Kome in B.C. 70, Verres left no 
stone unturned for defeating his energetic adversary. 
He rehed chiefly on the weapon that had served him 
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SO well in previous cases, and even boasted that he 
had amassed sufficient wealth to enable him to live 
the rest of his days in comfort, even if he had to dis- 
gorge two-thirds of his ill-gotten gain in securing his 
acquittal. Bribes were even offered to Cicero himself, 
as he more than once leads us to beheve; but he 
remained firm and above corruption, and the prose- 
cution was inevitable. Verres had as his advocate the 
illustrious Quintus Hortensius, the foremost orator of 
the day and the acknowledged ' king of the law- 
courts '. Client and counsel set to work to hamper 
the prosecution by every legal shift and device that 
suggested itself On the advice of Hortensius, Verres 
took advantage of a peculiarity of Roman law and 
put forward a creature of his own — one Q. Caecilius, 
who had been his quaestor — to contest with Cicero 
the right of undertaking the prosecution. When two 
or more persons thus appeared to claim the right of 
prosecuting the same man, they stated at length 
before the court the grounds on which they based 
their claims, and the judges decided between them : 
the process by which the court made choice between 
the rival claimants was called Bivinatio. Cicero's 
speech on this occasion — Bivinatio in Q. Caeeilium — 
is still extant, and derives additional interest from the 
fact of its being the only specimen of the kind that 
has come down to us. The judges decided in Cicero's 
favour, and thus the first scheme of Verres was 
thwarted. 

10. His ingenuity, however, or that of Hortensius, 
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soon suggested another device. With the object of 
setting up a sham prosecution, which should take 
precedence of Cicero's, he instigated a certain senator, 
whose name is unknown, to impeach him C Yerres ') for 
malversation in Achaia. Cicero had asked for 110 
days in which to collect evidence in Sicily : the shain 
prosecutor undertook to be ready in 108 days, but 
according to Cicero never went even as far as Brun- 
disium in search of evidence (Act. i. § 6). This 
scheme, however, was thwarted by the vigilance and 
assiduity of Cicero, who conducted his investigations 
in Sicily with such despatch, that he returned to 
Rome in 50 days with a host of witnesses and an 
overwhelming mass of evidence collected from every 
comer of the island. 

11. Hortensius had now one last card to play, and 
he played it with the boldness of despair. If he 
could get the trial postponed till the following year all 
would be well: for Hortensius himself would be 
consul with Q. Metellus for his colleague ; M. Metellus, 
a kinsman, or at least a partisan of Verres, would be 
praetor, before whom the case would be tried; and 
there would be more chance of empannelling a venal 
jury than there was under the present praetor, M. 
Glabrio, a man of undoubted integrity. His policy 
therefore was delay. The trial was fixed for 5th 
August, and the remainder of the year would be 
occupied by a rapid succession of public games and 
festivals, during which no legal business was con- 
ducted. Hortensius hoped, by means of these dies 
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nefasti, and those various legal delays and adjourn- 
ments with which lawyers are so familiar, to be able 
to tide over the few remaining months of the year, 
when the case would come on afresh before a new 
praetor and new iudices, and under circumstances 
that would render the acquittal of his client an almost 
foregone conclusion. But Cicero was not thus to be 
baulked: his reputation was at stake, and he had, 
moreover, the additional spur of a private animosity 
against Verres, who had tried by lavish bribery to 
defeat his election to the curule aedileship. He 
therefore resolved to bring the case to a speedy con- 
clusion, and dispensing with the usual long exordium, 
and giving up aU hopes of oratorical display, he 
merely contented himself with a bare exposition of 
facts, supported by the undeniable testimony he had 
collected in Sicily (Act. i.). The result proved 
his wisdom. The trial lasted but nine days: the 
evidence against Verres was so strong, and the 
integrity of the iudices and the presiding magistrate 
so well known, that the verdict was never for a 
moment in doubt. Hortensius refused to cross- 
examine the witnesses, thus practically throwing up 
the case (cf. § 155 of this speech), and Verres himself, 
even before the completion of the trial, retired into 
voluntary exUe at Massiha. He was condemned in 
his absence to outlawry and a fine of two and a half 
times the amount of his extortions. He lived in exile 
till B.C. 43, when he was proscribed by M. Antonius 
for refusing, as Pliny informs us {Hist. Nat. 34, § 6), to 
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give up some Corintliian bronzes whicb. the latter 
coveted. He had the satisfaction, however, before he 
died, of hearing of the murder of Cicero, his uncom- 
promising and relentless foe. 

12. The only two speeches actually delivered in 
the Verrine prosecution were the Bivinatio in 
GaeciliuTn and the Actio prima. The remaining 
five that have come down to us as the second Actio 
were compiled by Cicero after the trial from the 
evidence he had collected in Sicily. Though never 
orally delivered, Cicero has contrived to impart to 
them such an air of vividness and reality that it is 
difficult to imagine, as we read them, that they are 
merely rhetorical exercises. The first of these five 
speeches deals with the early public life of Verres as 
quaestor and legatus, and subsequently as praetor 
urbanus : whence the old grammarians have given 
it the title ' de praetura urbana '. The second — ' de 
iudiciis sive de praetura Siciliensi' — exposes his 
arbitrary and mercenary administration of justice 
in Sicily. The third — ' de frwmento' — explains his 
fraudulent proceedings with regard to the corn-supply. 
The fov/rth — ' de signis ' — details his thefts of statues 
and works of art. The fifth — ' de suppliciis' — falls 
naturally into three parts : in the first (c. 2-16) Cicero 
shows that during the praetorship of Verres Sicily was 
free from slave-risings, and that Verres, for his own 
private objects, created imaginary suspicions of such 
revolts : the second part (17-52) deals with the ques- 
tion of the fleet, which Verres had, by appropriating

the funds voted for its maintenance, reduced to such 
a state of iaeiEciency, that the pirates had found it an 
easy prey; and shows how the praetor, to shield 
himself from the blame of these reverses, put the 
captains of the vessels to death with great cruelty : in 
the third part (53-67) Cicero charges Verres with the 
most heinous crime of which a Roman magistrate 
could be guilty — the torture and execution of Roman 
citizens without a fuU trial before the people, who 
alone could decide a question concerning the life and 
death of one of their number. It will be observed 
that the charges contained in the fifth book do not 
properly fall under the law for repetundae under 
which Verres was accused; Cicero has introduced 
them, with much rhetorical skUl, at the very close of 
his accusation, to come with all the force of their 
enormity and leave a lasting impression on the minds 
of the judges as they retire to consider their verdict. 

13. Halm considers the Verrine orations as one of 
the finest monuments of ancient eloquence. Besides 
their importance and interest for the antiquarian with 
respect to the information they contain on the subject 
of Roman provincial government, they have a special 
rhetorical value in the richness of their matter, the 
clearness of their proofs, the lofty swing and fire of 
their diction, and their varied and ever-changing^ 
style, which never suffers the interest of the reader to 
fail.

L. Fufius of maladministration, and, though the evidence against 
him seems to have been overwhelming, he secured an acquittal 
through the eloquence of M. Antonius, and his own reputation as 
a general (Cio. pro Flacc. 39, 98, de Orat. ii. 28, 124 ; 47, 194, 
de Off. ii. § 14, 50). 

H. Antonil. The grandfather of the triumvir, born B.c. I4S, 
Consul B.C. 99. Cicero frequently mentions him with great admira- 
tion for his eloquence : (Ehquentissimus omnium quos ego audierim, 
Tusc. V. 19, § 55), and considered him and Crassus as the greatest 
orators of their age {Brut. § 138 foil.). He is one of the chief 
speakers in Cicero's treatise de Oraiore ; he was ' specially dis- 
tinguished for his readiness and skill in the invention of arguments, 
for the art with which he arranged them, and for the tenacious 
memory, owing to which he was never at a loss, and always avoided 
the appearance of undue elaboration . . . Hence he is made to 
discourse on the subjects of inventio, colloeatio, and m^moria in bk. ii. 
In the other books he appears mainly as the champion of practice as 
opposed to theory' (Prof. Wilkins's Introduction to the de Oraiore). 

tunlcam . . . abscidit. Cf. de Orat. ii. 28, 124: m causa 
peroranda non dubitavit excitare reum consularem (M'. Aquilium) 
et eius diloricare tunicam et ivdicibus cicatrices adversas senis im- 
peratoris ostendere. ' At the close of his case he did not hesitate 
to set the consul up in the midst and tear open the tunic and show 
the judges the scars on the aged general's breast.'

5. in Italia : under Spartacus and Crixus. See 1, 1. note. 
ex eo beUo. Roby § 1939. 

Cn. Fompeio. Spartacus, besieged by Crassus in Rhegium, burst 
through the blockading lines, and made his way northwards. 
Crassus in alarm advised the senate»to recall Pompeius from Spain, 
where he was engaged with the Sertorians, but meanwhile he him- 
self followed Spartacus and defeated and slew him in an obstinate 
engagement in Luoania. Pompeius, however, arrived in time to 
cut oflf some stragglers, and secured at the hands of his partial 
countrymen all the honour of the victory. 

obstitistl : the irony loses some of its force in face of a fragment 
of Sallust's History (iv. 31, Kritz) quoted by Halm and Richter : 
O. Verres litora Italia propinquajlrmavit.

eodem intervallo : i.e. ' tam prope ab Italia. ' 

3. profertuT: 'brought forward' as an argument: from which 
some verb {e.g. ' is it urged ') must be supplied for the next clause. 1 

imitandi beUi: explanatory genitive. Cf. de Fin. iii. 14, 45, 
crescendi accessio, which Madvig explains as 'quae crescendo fit, 
noto geuitivi usu, maximeque geruudii.' Roby § 1394 (6). 

faoultate : la,cv.lta,s=faciliias parandi, 'the means of acquiring'; 
thence it passes into the meaning of 'possession,' 'supply.' Cf. 
Caes. B. 6. i. 38, 3, omnium rerum, quae ad helium usui erant, 
numma erat in eo oppido faeultas : ' there was in the town an un- 
limited supply of everything serviceable for war.' Cf. § 51 infra. 

diiunctus: 'interrupted.' clausus : 'cutoff.' 

ad 0. pervenlre : i.e. it was easier for them to go by land to the 
shores of the Atlantic than to cross by sea to Sicily. 

Feloridem : Peloris, also found in the forms Belarus and Pelorum, 
was the north-east comer of Sicily (now. Capo di Far.o). 

7. iam antea bella fugitiv. : see note to 1, 1. 
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nt ne quis servus esset : 'vi, ne, is used when a 'precaviion or 
rmtrktion is to be indicated, especially after ita' (for which we 
have here eius modi). Mad v. 456, obs. 4. Cf. § 8, ut tie quod bellum 
posset exsistere, and § 62. 

cum tele : Gaius says : ' the name telum is applied commonly to 
that which is discharged from a bow, but now signifies anything 
discharged from the hand.' Hence = any missile weapon, whether 
for war or for the chase. 

vetus : ' an old story.' 

L. Domitium : L. Domitius Ahenobarbus (No. 5 in Did. Biog. ) 
consul B.C. 94, was praetor in Sicily about the close of the second 
Servile war. 

pastorem. These shepherds, who tended the flocks and herds in 
the mountains during the simimer, were provided with arms for 
their own defence against the attacks cf wild beasts, and the 
' venabulum ' used by the slave in question was probably only 
carried, for this purpose. Varro, E. JR. ii. 10, gives an interesting 
account of the life led by these shepherds. 

qui percusslsset : old abl. of quis=how! Cf. qui fit, ut . . 
Madv. 88, obs. 2. 

in crucem subl. The punishment by impalement or crucifixion 
was only inflicted on slaves and the worst sort of criminals (cf. 
Juv. Sat. vi. 219, Pone crucem servo. Hor. Sat. i. 3, 80 foil.) ; hence 
the act of Verres in crucifying a Roman citizen was all the more 
flagrant.

4, 8. C. Norbanus. As trib. plebis in B.C. 103 (not 95 as in Diet. 
Biog. See Momm. iii. p. 186 note), N. impeached Q. Servilius 
Caepio of 'maiestas' during his consulship in Gaul B.C. 106 and 
secured his condemnation. In B.C. 95 he was, however, himself 
impeached for the part he had taken in this prosecution, but was 
acquitted. He was defended on this occasion by M. Antonius, who 
gives an account of his defence in the de Orat. (ii. 48, 49 ; iii. 21, 
25, 39, 40). He was praetor of Sicily B.C. 89, and consul B.C. 83. 
He espoused the Marian cause, but was defeated by Sulla and fled 
to Rhodes, where, on a demand being made by Sulla for his person, 
he committed suicide B.C. 82.

denique : 'in fact.' 

remltto : of. § 22, omnia tibi ista concedam et remittam : ' all that 
I will readily grant you.' 

persuadeatur, ut. For the use of an ut-clause where an infinitive 
might be looked for, cf . Madvig's exhaustive note, de Fin. ii. 3, 6, 
where he says that ' many subject arid object clatises are of such a 
nature as to pass, by easy transition, into the form of consecutive 
sentences.'

The 'vilicus' or steward 
was a slave entrusted with the entire superintendence of the 
' villa rustica ' and the other slaves there employed : a good and 
trustworthy vilicus was therefore worth a considerable sum of 
money. The ordinary price of a slave without special qualifications 
seems to have been about 500 drachmae ( = £20) Hor. 2 Sat, vii. 43 
though they sometimes fetched fancy prices (£800, or even double 
that amount), Mart, i, 59, iii.

His ' singulare consilium ' was commended by 
Cato in the Homeric line : ofos vivvvrai, rol Bi ffKial it(raovcnv, = ' he 
only hath wisdom, others are but flitting shadows,' {Od. x. 495), 
Plut.

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FauUl : L. Aemilius PauUus, surnamed Maoedonious for his 
victory at Pydna over Perseus, king of Macedonia, B.C. 168 ;

26. fluminum. ' The violent rains that deluge the island at this 
period of the year swell the rivers, damage the roads, and set the 
Fiumare running : these are torrents, occasioned by the waters 
descending from the mountains into deep ravines . . .

28. in quibus conslstere, etc. From 2 Verr. 2, § 63, it appears 
tha,t Sicily was divided into four districts for judicial business. 
The praetor went round ' on circuit ' once a year, stopping {coji- 
sistere) and holding assemblies {conventus agere) at the chief town 
of each district in turn. The four towns were Syracuse, Agri- 
gentum, Panhormus, and Lilybaeum.

12. 29. servitU. See note to § 9. 

ofTendit. Madvig thinks the whole passage from quod etfamiliae 
. . . non impedit refers to the slaves, and gives the various reasons 
why they should be incited to insurrection at this period of the 
year ; the slave-gangs were collected together and they could see 
their numerical strength : their labours in the harvest field were 
most toilsome and would render them more prone to revolt : they 
would have a supply of com ready for their forces : and the season 
of the year was propitious for a campaign. The appearance of the 
praetor would do much to remind the slaves of the powerful city 
they would have to contend with, and his mere presence might 
check an incipient revolt. Halm also takes the passage in this 
way, but Long finds some difficulty in accepting Madvig's inter- 
pretation, and thinks that 'frumenti . . . impedit ' refers to the 
praetor, though in what way he does not make quite clear. He also 
questions Madvig's explanation of ' labor . . . offendit,' but says it 
is diflBcult to suggest the real meaning. Madvig's interpretation 
appears the more natural and intelligible, even though some of the 
supposed inducements to rebellion may, on a too close and hyper- 
critical examination, appear insufficient. 

For offendit ='inita.tea,' 'is irksome to,' cf. ad Fam. i. 7, 7 : at 
COS splendor offendat. 

concursant : ' make their circuit. ' 

novo quodam genere : 'a really new kind.' Cf. Wilkins on de 
Orat. i. 3, 12 : quidam following an adjective may be used either to 
limit or to heighten: e.g. 1. c. communi qaodam= to a certain extent 
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universal, but § 14, incredibili quodomi=a, really incredible. Cf. 
§ 188 : nefa/rio qaodam furore : 'with a madness amounting to crime.' 

30. nbl primum, etc. ; ' where the bay begins to curve in towards 
the city.' The precise locality is more specifiioally mentioned in 
§ 80, in litore, quod est litus in Insula Syracuais post AretTmsae fontem, 
where Insula =Ortygia, an island between the Greater and Lesser 
Harbours, connected with the mainland, and containing a part of 
the town of Syracuse. 

quae regis Hieronls fuit. Cf. iv. § 118 : in qua {Insula) domus est, 
quae Hieronis regis fuit, qua praetores uti solent. Hiero was tyrant 
of Syracuse 478-467 B.c. 

fillus. In § 81 he is alluded to as praetextatiis, i.e. still with the 
^ toga praetexta, or boy's toga ; and in iii. § 159' he is called grandis, 
tall for his years : from these three passages we may infer that he 
was not far oflf 17. Cf. Ramsay, Man. Antiq. p. 422. 

si . . . abrlperet . . , cogeret. See note to § 18, aifacerent. 

patris. Cf. iii. 68 fin., Koby §§ 1314, 1317. Madvig on Cic. 
de Fin. v. 5, says : Cicero uses the genitive with similis, when the 
object is a living being (especially a god or man), far more 
frequently than the dative : the cases in which the dative occurs 
being so rare by comparison as to give rise to doubt whether the 
text should not be altered. Where the object is a thing, he uses 
either case indiscriminately. Of later writers, Livy prefers the 
genitive, and the Augustan poets (Vergil, Horace, etc.) almost 
universally employ the dative whether the object be a person or 
thing. The personal pronoun however is always in the genitive. 
Cf. § 55 n. 

31. [ab Rhodio tlbioine] bracketed by Habn as unsuitable to the 
participle ^cr-ducta, and a probable gloss taken from iii. 78 : Ter- 
tiam vi dbductam ah R. tibicine. 

turbas: 'bickerings,' 'quarrelling.' 

mlmi : for the mimi (the same name is given both to the plays 
and the actors), see Momm. iv. pp. 579, 580. 

Iste Hannibal. This is supposed to be a reference to a line of 
Ennius (quoted by Cicero pro Balbo c. 22 fn. ) in which he makes 
Hannibal say: hostem qui feriet mihi erit Karthaginiensis Quisquis 
erit : ' he who shall smite the foe, shall be a Carthaginian to me, 
whosoever he be. ' 

13. talarique tunica. The tunic ' extending to the ankles ' with 
long sleeves {manicata) was regarded as very eflfeminate and foppish. 
It was not a Roman costume but was introduced from Greece. 
Cf. Cic. Gat. ii. 10. Hor. Sat. i. 2, 25 : Maltinus tunicis demissis 
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('flowing') ambulat. The wearing, too, of the 'pallium' or Greek 
eloak instead of the characteristic ' toga ' was a sign of eflfeminacy 
in a Roman of this period. See § 86. 

non iUB dlci, nou iudicia fieri : ' no judgments were given, no 
trials held,' a comprehensive phrase expressing that the whole 
machinery of the law was at a standstill. Iiis refers more particu- 
larly to civil suits, iudicia to criminal trials, for which we have 
below causarum atque iuris. 

lus dicere was the tejChnical phrase by which the praetor was said 
to deliver judicial decisions by virtue of his authority (iurisdictio). 
In civil suits the praetor, after holding a preliminary investigation, 
usually appointed a index to hear the case : all proceedings before 
the praetor were called proceedings in iure, and those before the 
index were termed to iudicio. 

32. defendis: 'maintain.' Cf. § 151 : si etiam id quod defendit 
velim concedere : ' even if I am willing to allow what he maintains. ' 

dicendi ratio : ' oratorical style.' 

auetoritas : 'precedent.' Cf. § 19 (note): tuam defendam aucto- 
ritatem. 
ex mulierum morsu. Cf. with this passage § ifin. 

33. aera : ' campaigns '=stipendia. 

In stipendiis — in imperio : as a subordinate— as a commander. 

abducl : i.e. willingly, ut meretrix ; perduei = ad amatorem ii 
lenone vi auferri. 

frequens : aere dirutus. These are military terms : frequens is 
applied to a soldier who is always at his post : aere dirutus to one 
whose pay is stopped for any misdemeanour. The meaning is that 
though Verres was always at his post at the mimic warfare of the 
gaming tables, yet he lost his money, as if he were a defaulter. 

damna : i.e. his gambling losses, ' which were paid up and made 
good by the profits he made out of his youth ' (aetatis fructu). 

lam vero, cum, etc. The general sense is: he grew hardened 
and inured to this sort of vice by satisfying the lusts of others ; why 
then need I say how many strongholds of chastity he assailed ; why 
link others' shame with his enormities ? 

Tusticanus : 'peasant': distinguish from rustieu^ =hoovish, un- 
lettered, clownish. 

L. Iiucullo, M. Cotta : Coss. B.C. 74, when Verres was praetor at 
Rome. 

municlpio. For the legal relation of 'municipes' to Rome see 
Ramsay, Man. Antiq. p. 91. 

vadlmonii causa : ' to answer to his bail. ' Vadimonium was the 
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general term applied to the ' security ' given by the defendant to 
the plaintiff that he would appear before the praetor (in iare) on a 
fixed day. See Ramsay, Mem. Antiq. p. 281. 

lura omnia pr. urb. : ' all the judicial decisions of the city praetor. ' 
Equivalent, as Long says, to ' omne ius praetorium,' for -which see 
Bamsay, Man. Aivtiq. p. 243. 

paludatus : clad in the 'paludamentum,' the distinctive cloak 
of the commander-in-chief. Vota nuncupare : a consul or praetor 
before proceeding to a province offered in the capitol solemn vows 
to the gods to be performed in case of safe and successful return : 
cf. Livy, xli. 10. 

contra auspicia : because, as soon as the imperator re-entered the 
city, he thereby divested himself of the 'imperium,' and the aus- 
picia would have to be taken anew. 

14. Ita milii . . . arbitrarer. 'May your esteem and that of 
R. people fulfil my hopes as truly as I have received all the 
ofices ... in such a spirit as to deem myself , . .' Cf. Madv. 
444 a. obs. 3, and Roby § 1707 f., and passages there quoted ; and 
add Cat. iv. 11: ita mihi salva repvMica vobiscum per/mi liceat, ut 
ego non atrocitate animi moveor : ' as truly as I am moved by no 
"personal animosity, so may I be allowed to enjoy with you the 
security of the state.' 

non solum datum : ' not merely as a gift, but as a trust committed 
to my care.' 

quaestor: see Introd. § 8. Cf. pro Plancio c. 26, where C. 
amusingly describes the exalted notions he had of his own value as 
quaestor. 

his: i.e. such as we see every day, 'the ordinary irregular de- 
sires ' ; for this use of ' hie ' cf . pro Mur. §§ 3, 24. 

36. This section gives a succinct account of the duties and pre- 
rogatives of the ' aedilis curulis. ' By virtue of his office he was 
(i) curator urbis ; (ii) curator ludorum soUemnium ; (iii) curator 
annonae. The last of these functions, the superintendence of the 
markets, is not here expressly mentioned by C. : (i) included the 
supervision of the public and private buildings of the city, as well 
as the preservation of peace and order, and all police arrangements 
(sacrarum aedium procurationem . . . totam uriem tuendam) ; (ii) 
the general management and regulation of the national games. 

Cererl, L. L. The ' Cereaha ' commenced on April 12, the 
' Floralia ' on the 28th, lasting till the end of the month. The ' ludi 
Romani, or Magni,' were the oldest of the Roman festivals, instituted 
by Romulus and reconstructed by Tarquinius Priscua. They took 
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place in the Circus Maximus, and were therefore often called ' ludi 
Circenses. ' They began on September 4, and included all kinds of 
gymnastic contests ; they were held in honour of Jupiter, Juno 
and Minerva, the three divinities who had shrines in the Capitol. 
Cf. Livy i. 35 fin. ; Ramsay, Man. Antiq. pp. 346 foil. 

populo plebique : originally popvZus meant the patricians and 
the cUentes only ; while plebs was used of the subjugated popula- 
tions of conquered towns imported to Eome, who had no share in 
political rights and privileges. The phrase 'populus et plebs,' 
however, was kept to designate the whole body of Eoman citizens 
long after the two classes had ceased to be politically distinct. 

fiructus illos : ' the following returns for my toil and anxiety. ' 
Madv. 485 b. 

antiquioreiu^superlorem. 'A certain rule of precedence' in 
giving one's opinion on any subject before the Senate ' was followed. 
If the elections for the following year were over, the Consuls elect 
were called upon first, then the Princeps Senatus, then those who 
had held the office of consul, and so on through the inferior offices . . . 
Considerable importance was attached to the privilege of speaking 
early.' — Ramsay, Man. Antiq. p. 219. 

ius imaglnls . . . prodendae : ' the right of handing down to 
posterity a cast of my features.' These casts were made of wax 
and kept as family heirlooms in the ' atrium,' or hall of the house. 
Cf. Juv. viii. 19 : Tota licet veteres exoment undique cerae Atria, 
'Though the whole atrium be decked on all sides with ancient 
waxen-casts.' 

37. ita . . . vellm : cf. § 35 note. ' So may the gods be gracious 
tome!' The corresponding ut-clause is here to be supplied from 
the context. Cf. Verr. in Caecil. Div. § 41, where the full form 
occurs : ita mihi deos velim propitios, ut . . . non modo comma- 
veor . . . sed etiam . . . perhorresco. 

recte collocata ... in loco posita esse : 'rightly bestowed . . . 
suitably placed' : loco=suo loco, ' its proper place.' 

15. 38. renuntiatus : renuntio was the technical term for the 
official publication of the result of an election. 

quoquo modo : see Introd. § 7. In 4 Verr. § 45 Cicero is more 
outspoken on this point. 

non ipsa pr. voce . . . ut putares ? ' were you not roused even 
by the voice of the crier into thinking that ? . . . ' 

totiens : viz. until h majority of the ' centuries ' had voted in 
favour of V. The result of each ' century's ' vote was proclaimed 
by the herald, and as there were 193 centuries the name of Verres 
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would be proclaimed at least 97 times. The division of the Roman 
people into ' centuries ' was introduced by Servius TuUius (578- 
535 B.C. ). The whole of the Roman burgesses were divided into five 
' classes ' in proportion to their fortune, each ' olasais ' containing 
a certain number of 'centuriae ' of ' seniores,' i.e. men over 46 years 
of age, and of 'iuniores,' between 17 and 46. Besides these there 
were 18 centuries of knights ifiquites), making in all 193 centuries, 
which together formed the 'Comitia Centuriata,' the most im- 
portant of the Roman constitutional assemblies. The duties of the 
Comitia were (i) election of magistrates ; (ii) enactment or repeal of 
laws ; (iii) hearing of criminal cases affecting the life or liberty of a 
citizen. 

lus dlceres : the ' iuris diotio miw cives ' was the technical phrase 
for the functions of the ' praetor urbanus. ' 

iUud ratlonlB. Boby § 1296. 

39. provlncla : i.e. the provincial praetorship in Sicily. 

fasces ac secures. See § 22. 

ut, omnibus cum teneare rebus . . . : ' convicted on all points, 
you take refuge in . . . ' For teneare cf . Gat. ii, 6, 13 : Cum haesi- 
taret, cum teneretur, quaesivi . . . 

Tempsanum Incommodum : ' the misfortune at Tempsa.' The 
incident referred to is not further known. Tempsa was in 
Bruttium on the Terinaean gulf ; Verres returned to R. at the close 
of the Slave war : so that we may infer from the context that the 
town was besieged by the remnant of Spartacus' army. 

recens : ' as soon as it occurred. ' Cf . recenti negotio, § 15 ; recenti 
re, § 75. 

16. 40. Valentin! : the inhabitants of Vibo Valentia, a ' muni- 
cipium ' a little south of Tempsa. 

cum tunica pulla et pallio. The vestis pvlla or tunic of dark- 
grey wool was the dress of slaves and the lower orders : the 
paUium was a Greek cloak. Verres' proper official dress, as praetor, 
was the stately toga praetexta, or purple-bordered robe. 

proficlscentem : i.e. in provinciam. 

qui . . . capiebat : ' who, at the very time he was leaviiig his 
province, not to enjoy a triumph but to stand a trial, did not even 
avoid a disgrace which he incurred without any compensating 
pleasure.' 'Infamiam' refers to his undignified way of receiving 
the Valentini. 

41. divlna : ' inspired. ' 

aede B. The temple of BeUona was built in fulfilment of the vow 
of Appixis Claudius during the Samnite war, 296 b. o. ; it stood in 
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the Campus Martius outside the city gates. The senate here gave 
audience to such foreign embassies aa were not allowed to enter the 
city ; and also decided the claims of victorious generals who de- 
manded a triumph for their victories, but could not enter the city 
while still under arms. 

principes: so. senatus, i.e. those who had the right of speaking 
first in the senate. Cf. note to § 36 ; so Cai. ii. 6, 12, 

tabella. Each juryman was provided with a wooden tablet 
(tabella) covered with wax on which to record his verdict, by 
inscribing thereon either A. (absolvo), or C. (condemno), or N. L. 
(non liquet=VLOt proven). 

17. 42. Esto : ' Well, then,' summing up the results of previous 
arguments. C. now passes on to the second division of the speech ; 
see Introd. § 12. 

at vero : ' yet, on the other hand. ' 

dUlgentiamque . . . singularem : ' and displayed unusual activity 
in that matter.' Adhibuit to be supplied from habuit (Halm, who 
quotes de Am. 89 : omnis hoc in re habenda ratio et diligentia eat). 

itaque : ' and in this respect,' ' and so far.' 

malestatis : ' treason ' ; ' miuutae ' is to be supplied. Crimen m. 
m. signified any act by a Roman citizen by which the dignity of 
the state was impaired. 

43. nomine : see note to § 18. 

44. sumptu pull. : ' at the public expense ' ; tuo nomine : ' in your 
name,' i.e. 'for you'; publice, 'by order of the state,' 'on com- 
mission from the state ' : though perhaps either sumptu piib, or 
publiee is a gloss, and one should be omitted. 

magistratum : ' the chief magistrate,' ' mayor.' 
Vella : on the west coast of Lucania. 

prospectare : ' descry afar off,' explorare fugam : ' seek a way of 
escape. ' 

18. 45. necease est : in order, that is, to prove that you were 
not guilty of ' res repetundae.' 

istae legis. The 'lex Claudia de senatoribus,' B.C. 218, is thus 
quoted by Livy xxi. 63 : ne quis senator, cuive senatorius pater 
fuisset, maritimam navem, quae plus quam trecentarum amphorarum 
(cubic feet) esset, haberet : ' Let no senator, nor one whose father 
has been a senator, possess a vessel of more than 300 cubic feet 
capacity.' Vessels of this capacity, he adds, were considered 
sufiBicient for carrying agricultural produce ; whereas trade of all 
kinds was thought degrading to a senator. 

quid enlm tlbl navl : sc. opus est. 
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te babere nibil licet : ' it is not lawful that you should hold 
property ; ' for the construction of. § 84 : Syracusamm in ea parte 
liabitwre non licet, ' it is not lawful for a Syracusan to dwell in that 
quarter,' and Rohy il., pref. xxiii. Some Mss. read tibi for te, — 
unnecessarily, as the dative is easily understood. Of. non licet me

46. deinde : 'again,' 'further.' 
celeberrimo : 'crowded,' 'frequented.' 

naviculariam facere : 'to start a shipping business.' So facere 
argentwriwm, a silversmith's business, § 155 ; topiariam, ornamental 
gardening. 

onerariam : a transport-ship, a vessel of greater capacity than 
the 300 ampkorae mentioned by Livy I. c. as sufficient ad frtictiis ex 
agris vectandos. 

commearet ; ' go backwards and forwards. ' 

47. priore actione : see In trod. § 11. 

Mamertlnl : the inhabitants of Messana, a town which Verres 
used as a depot for his plunder and a retreat for, himself (§ 59) ; in 
return for which he treated the inhabitants with more forbearance 
than usual. 

Eeginis : Rhegium in Bruttium, opposite Messana. Pvblice, i.e. 
' as a state contribution,' ' for this you made requisition on the 
state of Rhegium. ' 

19. 48. intabuUs : 'in their ledgers,' i.e. there is no entry to this 
effect in their public account books ; aerario, 'public chest.' 

publice coactis : Livy i. 56. 

multas . . . persoriptas : ' that many sums of money, which had 
been paid to the defendant, had been entered under the head of 
false and bogus building contracts.' For erogare =to pay money 
out of the public chest, cf. Livy i. 20 : in eos sumptus pecunia 
erogwretur. 

capltl : 'his political existence,' because, if found guilty, he 
would be liable to ' capitis deminutio,' or loss of all civil rights and 
liberty. 

seriptum=ira tahvZis above : ' written entry.' 

locaris : ' contracted for,' as often : cf. 7oca*soJies above. 

49. foederatl : the communities of Sicily stood in various relations 
to Rome. There were : — 

(i) Civitates foederatae, regulated by special and distinct treaties 
with Rome. These were Messana, Tauromenium, and 
Netum. 
(ii) Civitates liberae ac immunes, which paid no tax : they were

five in number, viz. : Centuripae, Segesta, Panhormus, 
Alesa, Halicyae. 
(iii) 34 Oivitates decwmanae, paying a ' tithe ' of their field pro- 
duce ; and 
(iv) ' a very few communities subdued by arms,' (2 Verr. 3, 6), 
whose territory became 'ager publicus,' but was restored 
subject to payment of certain dues, which were farmed 
out by the censors (cenaoria locatio). 
in fetialium manibua educatum : ' brought up under the care of 
the f etials. ' The ' f etiales ' were a college of priests who had special 
charge of all matters connected with treaties, declarations of war, 
etc. Di adprobent, ' heaven's blessing on him ! ' 

in publlcis rellglonlbus etc. : ' scrupulous and exact in fulfilling 
the obligations of public treaties.' 

dedantur : any Roman who violated a treaty entered into with a 
foreign state was summarily handed over (dtditio per fitiales) to 
the offended people to be dealt with as they thought fit ; an act 
which was supposed to free the general community from any retri- 
bution for such violation, ut religioiie solvatur civitas. Cic. pro 
Caec. 34, 98. Cf. de Orat. i. 40, 181. 

50. cautum et ezceptum : ' an express stipulation and exemption 
was made. ' 

20, ius foederis : imperii condlcionem : ius here combines the 
' rights ' given to Rome, and the ' duties ' imposed on Messana, by 
the treaty : ' the obligations of the treaty. ' Cf. ius imperii above. 
Condicionem imperii = the terms and conditions on which they were 
ruled by Rome : ' the terms of their federal alliance. ' Cf . condicio 
sociorum above. 

51. recentlbus suis ofaciis : alluding probably to the act of the 
Mamertinea in joining Kome before the First Punic War, 264 

B.C. 

Integra re : ' when the question was still open, ' i. e. before any 
treaty had been entered into. Cf. Cic. Cat. iv. 3, 6 : Sed institui 
referre ad vos, P.C., tanquam integrum, de facto quid iudicetis, 
' I have determined to refer the matter to your judgment, senators, 
as an open question. ' 

iisurpatum : ' grown familiar,' ' become common by constant use, 
Cf . Oat. iv. 4, 7 : hoc germs poenac hac repuhlica usurpatum. Usur- 
y are commonly contains the idea of habitual practice : e.g. de Off. 
ii. 11, 40 : O. Lading, is qui sapiens usurpatur, ' constantly goes by 
the name of . . . ' ; ii. 15, 55 : id, quod a nostris hominibus saepis- 
sime usurpatum, iam in proverbii ionsueiudinem venit : ' the ex

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presaion, which has been frequently employed by our countrymen, 
has now passed into a familiar proverb.' 

dlffloultate ; ' want, ' ' scarcity ' ; the opposite of ' facvltate 
navium,' which we have in § 6, supra. 

21. 52. ex lege Terentia et Cassia. This law was brought forward, 
at the suggestion of the senate, by the consuls for B.C. 73. It 
restored to the people the privilege of distribution of corn at a 
nominal price, granted to them by a corn-law of C. Gracchus, 123 
B.C., but of which Sulla had deprived them in 82. It further laid 
upon the provinces the duty of supplying corn at a fixed sum. From 
Cic. 2 Verr. 3, c. 70, it appears that there were two modes of 
purchasing corn from the provinces {duo genera emendi fiierunt) : 
(i) The civitates decumanae had to supply decumae, or ' tenths ' of 
their produce (in addition to their original impost), for which the 
state paid at the rate of 3 sesterces a bushel ; (ii) a further amount 
of 800,000 bushels was levied proportionally on all the Sicilian 
states (quod civitatibus aequaliter esset distributum), for which the 
senate paid at the rate of 3^ sest. a bushel. The decumanae civitates 
were therefore liable for both (i) and (ii) ; the Mamertines, being 
jmmumes, were liable only for (ii) quod emeretur, but not for (i) qu,od 
exigeretur. 

an ut ne venderent? ' You say the M. were not liable for corn. 
How not liable? Do you mean they were not bound to sell ? ' For 
ut ne see note § 7, ut ne quis serous esset. The sentence is elliptical 
for ' dicis ita non debere ut ne ve9iderent ? ' 

foro et commeatu : ' market and supplies.' 

53. publloos agros : see note to § 49. The ' tithes ' that the 
tenants of these lands (araiores') had to pay were ' farmed out ' by 
the censors. 

slngulas decumas : i.e. the original 'tithes' which they would 
naturally supply as ' decumanae, ' as distinct from the additional 
quota levied on them, for which they received payment from the 
senate {alterae decumae). 

ex lege Hieronlca : i.e. as fixed by Hiero ii. : they remained 
unaltered when Hiero's kingdom passed into the hands of Rome. 

frumentl empti : i.e. their portion of the 800,000 modii levied on 
the whole of Sicily ; (ii) in note to § 52. 

oerte : C. 's argument is, if the Mamertines, as you say, were not 
liable for 'frumentum emptum,' then none of the other states were ; 
and the ' immunes,' who were not even liable to the ' tithes ' {qiu)d^ 
exigeretur), were surely exempt altogether ; and yet you not only 
demanded from them their regular quota of corn but even made 
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them provide, over and above that, the amount you had remitted to 
the Mamertiues.

id esse actum ut . . . : ' that the object aimed at was ..." 

bene . . . coUocasse: 'they had well invested with the defendant 
their numerous and costly gifts ' (in money and in kind).

24. 60. frumento : for the dative, Roby § 1156. 

etiam In sociorum et Lat. stipeudio. ' As Latium and the rest of 
Italy were gradually subjugated, the different states received into 
alliance became bound to furnish, when called upon, a contingent 
of soldiers, horse and foot. . . . These were designated Socii 
nomenque Latinum, or simply Socii, and were clothed, equipped and 
paid by the communities to which they belonged.' — Ramsay, Man. 
Antiq. p. 378. Stipendio refers to the pay, and sttmptu to the cost 
of maintenance, of the soldiers.

argent! faotl atiiue slgnatl : ' plate and money.' 

Btragula vestis: 'coverlets made of fine and costly materials.' 
Cf. Her. Sat. ii. 3, 118. 

Megaridem : i.e. Megara Hyblaea, north of Syracuse. 

mulierculis : contemptuous diminutive. Cf. ' homuncvius,' 
' Graecidus,' ' sermuncvlvs,' ' oratiuncula.' 

64. coliortl : ' his retinue.' 

cuidam amlco sue: 'to a friend of his.' So 4, §38, apud 
qvAndam propinquum suum : ' with some relative of his ' ; the geni- 
tive also occurs after quidem, e.g. ii. §54, cuidam amicorwm snorum. 

Bio babent : ' are convinced of this. ' This phrase is of frequent 
occurrence, especially in the imperative forms, sic habeto, sic habeas ; 
cf . ad Fam. ii. 10, 1, sic habeto, nvilam me epistolam accepisse tuam : 
' be assured that I have received no letter of yours.' 

quid elus sit : ' what there is in it,' i.e. ' how much truth there is.' 
For the genitive see Eoby §§ 1296, 1299, and cf. de Fin. i. 27. Halm 
aptly quotes Plant. Aulul. iv. 10, 72 : ibo intro, ut quid huius reisit 
sciam : ' I will go within that I may know what there is in this,' 
Madv. 285 b. 

26. 65. tanto conventu : i.e. of Roman citizens. Cf. § 10 note, 
maritimi : i.e. dwelling on the coast )( mediterranei, applied in 

§ 70 to the island Centuripini. 

66. P. ServlUua : P. Servilius Vatia (Cons. 79) was sent in B.C. 78 
as pro-consul to Cilicia to exterminate the pirates who infested 
those coasts. He succeeded in repressing them for a time at least, 
and then proceeded to attack the robber-tribes of Cilicia in their 
fortress of Isaura. As a recognition of his services here he ob- 
tained the surname Isauricus. He was one of the judges at the 
trial of Verres, and was a staunch friend of Cicero, whose recall 
from banishment he helped to obtain B. c. 57. • 

67. auctorem : 'authority,' i.e. one who by his example has 
established a precedent (exemplum) for an act. Cf. auctoritas, § 19, 
auetor, § 55.

27. 68. lautumias Syr. : 'the stone-quarries of S.' Cf. § 143 : 
career ille, qui est a crvdelissimo tyranno Dionysio factus Syracusis, 
quae lauturaiae vocantur. These were hewn out of the steep and 
rocky declivities of Bpipolae to the north of the town, and served 
as a public prison. They were entirely without any kind of roofing, 
which left the prisoners exposed to all weather ; Thucydides gives 
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a vivid description of the hardships endured by the Athenians 
entombed there after the failure of the Sicilian expedition (Thuc. 
vii. 87). Cf. also Plaut. Owp. iii. 5, 63-68. The largest of these 
quarries now belongs to a Capuchin convent, and is laid out in 
romantic gardens of luxurious fertility (Smyth's Sicily, p. 168).

§ 70, )( verus, the reaX, pirate chief, whom Verres had liberated for 
a sum of money. 

denique : ' in a word,' as often. 

quo 7 — ' Lllybaeum fortasse ' : an imaginary dialogue between 
Cicero and one of his hearers. 'He despatches the fellow — 
whither ? ' 'To Lilybaeum, perhaps ? ' 'I see ; (you mean) he is 
not altogether afraid of a, maritime folk, notwithstanding ! No, 
indices, certainly not to Lilybaeum.' 'To Panhormus then?' 
Tamen implies, though he was afraid to keep the man at Syracuse 
for fear of recognition, yet he did not hesitate to send him to 
Lilybaeum, to the other end of the island. 

si minus ... at: 'if not . . . at any rate.' Cf. §82. 

70. summos aratores : 'the chief of agriculturists'; araiores= 
simply agricolas (as in § 99). 

Apronium : a boon-companion of Verres, mentioned in iii. 23 as

adliiberetur^: 'received,' 'entertained.' Cf. Cio. Q. Fr. i. 5: 
quos ego universos adhiberi Uberaliter dico oportere : ' who I say 
should one and all be liberally entertained.' Hor. Od. iv. 5, 31 : " 
alteris te mensis ad/w6ei= entertains thee at the second course. 

28. 71. humanl : 'well-informed,' 'intelligent.' 

ex Ipso naviglo : i. e, from the size of the vessel. 

universos : ' in a body. ' 

instltuisset : ' had ordained,' ' given orders ' ; so the praetor's 
' ordinances ' are called instiiuia. 

non deslderaret solum, etc. ; ' not only missed the rest, but even 
clamoured loudly for them.' 

Sertorianos mlUtes. Sertorius, whom Mommsen calls ' one of the 
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greatest men, if not the greatest man, that Rome had hitherto 
produced,' was assassinated B.C. 72, by some conspirators among 
his own troops. The chief of these was Perperna, who took com- 
mand of the army after the murder of Sertorius, but was quickly 
routed and put to death by Pompeius. The remnants of the army 
were scattered, some taking refuge in Mauretania, others joining 
the pirates. See § 153. 

Involutis capitibus : Verres had recourse to a practice which had 
obtained in the early days of Rome, whereby persons accused of

74. crimini datum iri : lit. ' would be assigned as a ground for 
charge ' ; dare and habere are the only other verbs besides esse which 
are found at all frequently with the ' predicative dative.'

repetition of the first two letters of sectiri. 

patientiam : 'forbearance,' as in the opening of Gat. i. 1: quo 
usque tandem ahutere patientia nostra ? 

cum tamen: 'while nevertheless.' Cf. Verg. Aen. ix. 513: Saxa 
quoque infesto volvebani pondere . . . cum tamen omnes Ferre iuvat 
subter densa testudine casus. Gat. i. 3, 7 : cum te . . . tamen . . . 
contenfum esse dicebas. Roby § 1727. 

rationem : 'the consideration.' 

proposltum : ' before your eyes. ' 

Mc cum: 'now when,' hie being temporal. Cf. de Fin. ii. 1, 1 : 
hie cum uterque me intueretur. 

75. Ignotos, notes : with active meaning, as often. 

quem ad fiuem? 'how long?' Cf. Gat. i. 1, 1 : quem ad finem 
sese effrenata iactabit audacia^. 'how long will your unbridled 
insolence vaunt itself?' So ad eum finem, dnm . . 1 Verr. 6, 16. 
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76. liberum ; i.e. free from restraint; in which you were a free 
agent. 

M. Glabrlouem : the presiding magistrate at the ' first actio.'' 

intra moenia= ireira uriem. 

30. 77. si allquam : see § 8, si aliguid; manum: 'an armed 
band.' 

Itane vero ? ' did you really ? ' 

defendes : in its original sense of ' ward off. ' 

de foro in Capltolium. The course of the ' triumphus ' was along 
the Via Sacra (between the Coelian and Esquiline hiUs), through 
the Forum, and thus up to the Capitol. The prison here mentioned, 
the Tullicmum, stood at the point where the procession turned off 
from the Forum to ascend the Capitoline hill. 

78. et nunc . . . tuo periculo viveret. This difficult sentence is 
made more involved by the parenthetical clauses introduced.

tamen : you are scoffed at even when you produce the fellow 
alive, what would you have said, pray, if he had escaped . . . ? 
Nice : otherwise unknown. 
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verum hoc erat : C. here returns to the anaooluthon with which 
he broke off in § 78. ' No ! the truth was . . .' 

certus locus, etc. Should V. secure acquittal on the charge of 
' repetuudae,' he was still liable, C. hints, to another charge, viz., 
that of 'maiestas,' for releasing, or, to accept his own statement, 
for harbouring, a public enemy. (See book i. 0. 5). There were 
several laws dealing with maiestas : the one referred to here was 
prohaMy the lex Gomelia {b.o. 81), which more clearly defined the 
various offences' embraced under the term ; cf . § 42. The trials for 
' maiestas ' were at this time conducted by one of the six ' quaes- 
tiones perpetuae ' established by Sulla as standing criminal courts, 
each one being presided over by a praetor.

It is still resorted to by a number of 
nymphs, who, washing their dirty linen, probably form as great a 
contrast to its ancient attendants, as its diminished stream must to 
its once noble ton-ent.'

This has little 
bearing on the context and is with good ground suspected by Eber- 
hard as an interpolation. The ' frumentum at 3 denarii ' was the 
com provided by the provincials for the personal use of the praetor 
and his suite, called ' frumentum in cellam ' : the praetor had a 
certain allowance from the senate intended to cover the necessary 
expense, and the price of the grain remained fixed at 4 seat, a 
bushel ; the governor however could, and often did, make arrange- 
ments with the 'aratores,' by which they paid the value of the 
amount required in lieu of providing the corn, a custom which V. 
had taken advantage of, exacting from the unlucky aratores. 
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however, 3 denarii ( = 12 sesterces) instead of the 4 sesterces fixed 
by the senate, and further increasing the number of inodii de- 
manded of them. See iii. § 188 foil. 

omamenta : a general term for the ' necessary equipment ' of a 
provincial governor on tour. 

vetustate : 'longstanding friendship.' 

cognatione. Cf. iv. c. 33 : Se.ge.ita est oppidwm pervetus in 
Sicilia, indices, quod db Aenea fugiente a Troia, atque in haec loco, 
veniente conditum esse demonstrant. Itaque Segestani non solum 
perpetua societate atque amicitia verum etiatn cognatione se cum 
populo S. coniunctos esse arbitrantur. ' Segesta is an ancient town 
in Sicily which men say was founded by Aeneas, when in his flight 
from Troy, he came to these regions. The Segestani, therefore, 
consider they are connected with the Roman people, not only by 
long-standing alliance and friendship, but also by kinship.' Cf.

84. dignitas : the high position, which should have been held by 
a BiOman : a.eqmtas, justice towards Seg. and Centur. as civitates 
liberae et immunes : officium, obligations for past services : honos, 
the regard, esteem due to all these things.

stetit: Halm refers to Quintilian viii. 3, 64 who cites this 
passage as an example of ivipyem, or vivid word-painting. 

soleatus. The ' soleae ' were mere sandals, covering only the 
soles of the feet; they were used only in the house, and it was 
considered a reproach for a Roman to appear in public with them. 
See Becker's Gallus, p. 425. 

palllo, tunica : § 31. Cf. the reproach in Suet. Tib. i;. 13 : 
redegit se, -deposito patrio hdbitu, ad pallium et crepidas ( = Kpr)TrU, a 
high sandal of Greek fashion). Cf. pro Rab. Post. 10, 27. 

muUercula : § 63 note. 

87. palmarum : the dwarf -palm. See Nettleship's note in 
Conington's Verg.

36. 94. sagum sumit : 'assumed the military cloak.' 'In the 
case of any sudden panic, it was assumed by the whole body of the 
people, who in such 3 case were said — saga sumere, — ad saga ire — 
in sagis esse.'

Lampsacenl pericull. This refers to the time when V. was on 
his way to Cilicia to join the praetor Cn. Dolabella, as his legate ;

95. etiam: 'still.' Ci. %V2Q, vivis etiam illis. 

37. 96. clauditur: 'confined,' 'bounded.' 

urbe portus ipse cingitur. This is a rhetorical exaggeration ; 
only the island of Ortygia and a small part of the city were washed 
by the waters of the Great Harbour ; though ships well round the 
promontory of Ortygia might reasonably be said to be within the 
city.

The worship of Ceres (Demeter) was introduced into Sicily by Greek 
colonists from Corinth, from whom it was borrowed by the Romans.

39. 101. teneliatur: 'clearly understood,' 'found out.' 

ante quam . . . venlt ; ' even before this turned out to be the 
case.' Observe venit in indicative, marking merely the time before 
which he made up his mind. 

102. hac videlicet testlf. ' Videlicet ' adds a fine touch of sarcasm 
to the phrase.

105. Ita sul . . . postulare : ' so considerations of his personal 
safety demanded and required.' For this use of ferre cf. 2 Verr. 
23, § 57 : ta'mdiu pependit in arbore colonus, quamdiu voluntas 
Apronii tulit : ' as long as the pleasure of Apronius required ' ; pro 
Cluent. § 168, ut aeias illafert : ' as that period of life demands.' 

potlus . . . quam . . . Sim : ' I will take upon myself . . . rather 
than be cruel . . .' For the omission of ut after potiua quam, 
cf. Livy xxviii.

in decumls. Naevius Turpio had been the agent of Verres in his 
fraudulent dealings with the decumani, from whom he extorted 
more than the legal 'tenths.'

Sthenius had incurred the displeasure of Verres for refusing 
to assist him in carrying off some valuable statues at Therma ; the 
praetor thereupon suborned some creatures of his own to accuse 
Sthenius of forging public documents.

110. deseruerat, fuerat: sc. Aristeus. In this imaginary dia- 
logue V. is adducing various reasons why Aristeus should be in 
custody, each of which is countered in turn by C. 

nudus . . . destitutus : ' left all but naked and destitute,' stripped 
of everything, even of the very clothes off his back almost. Cf. ii. 
74, solics destitutus. 

quid erat autem . . . cervices. This is supposed to be a speci- 
men of what went on between Verres and the accused ; what could 
one say, what defence could one make, asks Cicero ; for, says 
Verres, ' you must not mention Clpomenes' name ' — ' but the case 
demands it,' replies the defendant—' you shall die if you appeal to 
him ! ' ' Well, there were no rowers (what could I do under those 
circumstances ? ) ' ' you accuse the praetor, do you ?— strangle him

112. non . . . solum: sc. ' but elsewhere too. ' 

scrlpslt : should strictly be ' scripserit ' ; but the sentence is more 
vivid as it stands. 

113. Vos: i.e. the 'sapientes indices' referred to below. Cognovit 
' know ' in the sense of ' judge rightly of.' 

[lus]. This is an emendation, due to Eberhard, for the Mss. nos 
which is scarcely intelligible. Richter omits the word altogether, 
making the sense, ' V. cannot get rid of witnesses by killing them, 
for ... ' Long suggests eos with the same meaning. Halm has

In all civil or criminal cases either party could 
challenge {reicere) a certain number of the jurors, and demand their 
exclusion from the case without assigning any reason for his objec- 
tion. To fill the vacancies thus caused lots were again cast and the 
requisite number of men chosen ; this supplementary ballot being 
caMed ' subsortitio.'

45. constituitur, sumitur : a rhetorical asyndeton — ' punishment 
is appointed for them, but is exacted from their parents too, f or . . . 
Naitarchomm is weak and is probably a gloss. 
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119. suo: 'their good Sextius.' 

120. hoc, ne . . . irati, dicit. The sense is : Onasus, by paying 
for a man who was not his sou, prevents you from saying iu your 
defence that the witnesses against you were fathers, who, embittered 
by the loss of their sons, gave false evidence against you. 

Timaxchidl is genitive : cf. Cleomeni Syracusani § 82. 

funera locabantur : 'their funerals were contracted for,'— a 
technical business term used with telling irony in reference to 
redimunt pretio sepeliendi potesiatem above. 

decisis: 'settled,' 'arranged.' So decidere is used impersonally 
bk. i. § 125 : nisi cum muliere decideretur. Cf. Juv. xii. 33 : decidere 
jactu Coepit cum ventis= to come to terms with the winds by throw- 
ing the cargo overboard. 

46. 121. avaritiae . . . sanare : an insipid unmeaning bit of 
rhetoric, as Long calls it. 

desunt : note the double meaning with Ulis and tibi : ' are not 
wanting,' in avenging them and taking vengeance on you. 

Innocentium poenas : ' to exact vengeance for ... ' Cf . pro 
Rose. Am. § 67 : Furiae, quae parentiim poenas ajiliis repetunt. 

122. Phylarchus, § 90 : Phalacrus, § 105. 

in hunc . . . incldisset : ' would have fallen into the hands of . . . ' 

47. 123. alumnos: 'sons.' Cf. § 169. The word is from the 
root of alo ; cf. almus, cdtrix applied to land in the sense of 
' nourishing, ' ' life-giving. ' 

plebl Rom. : for the cheap distribution among the lower classes 
at Rome. Cf. § 52, note on lex Terent. et Oass. 

suscepti : an allusion to the practice of the father ' taking up ' the 
new-bom child laid at his feet, thereby acknowledging it as his 
offspring and declaring his willingness to rear it. 

124. P. Africanus. After the capture and destruction of Carthage 
at the end of the third Punic War, B.C. 146, Scipio Africanus restored 
to the Sicilian cities many works of art of which they had been 
despoiled by the Carthaginians ; thus, to Tyndaris he restored a 
statue of Mercurius (Hermes) and to Segesta a statue of Diana 
(Artemis). See bk. iv. §§ 84 and 74, and § 185 of this speech. 

septemdecim: i.e. the seventeen cities that had been faithful to 
Borne during the Punic Wars. 

pacis omamenta : all the necessary contributions demanded of 
them for the maintenance of provincial government in times of 
peace. 

iura : 'privileges,' 'prerogatives,' which they should have en- 
joyed as friendly states. 
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125. navl . . . atoducta : the reading is uncertain here : (in § 90, 
the fleet that followed Cleomenes was burnt by the pirates) : Eber- 
hard brackets as in the text : Halm, following the cod. Vatic, reads 
spoliata navi a prabidonibus, without cibducta. 

cognatio : see note to § 83. huiusce necessittidinii a superfluous 
amplification of cognatio. 

nempe . . . fuit ; ' why, of course, it had this privilege ! ' 

agros : the lands taken from the people subdued in war and 
leased out to the Segestani on payment of the ' tithes. ' 

immunem : see § 49. 

cognationis etc. The genitives depend on hoc iuris, for which of. 
hoc causae, § 106 : 'Not even so much privilege from their relation- 
ship. . . ' 

48. 126. non est senatorium : i.e.^the senate, as such, had no- 
thing to do with the trial of cases, though the indices might be 
selected from that body. 

causa pop. Rom. ; the R. people could easily dispose of the appeal 
— their case was easy enough — they would say . . . 

legem iussisse. This was the technical term for the passing of a 
bill by the whole body of the Roman people assembled in the 
Gomitia. The bill was proposed to the people by the presiding 
magistrate, in the formula Velitis iubeatis, Quirites? the people 
either accepted (iM6ere),or rejected it (antiquare). In submitting a 
measure to the Comitia the magistrate was said rogare legem, and 
the bill was called rogatio, and if passed it became a lex ; (though 
this distinction is not always kept). 

127. ab hostibuB vlotls : who had no claim to the iura sociorum. 
C. is here speaking of the statues and other works of art which 
adorned the public buildings of the city in contrast with those of 
which Verres and other provincial governors had plundered the 
allies for the embellishment of their own country houses.

Achaiam, Graeciam. The Achaean league was defeated by Mum- 
mius 'Achaicus,' B.C. 146, and Aohaia joined to Macedonia as a 
province ; it was not made a separate province till the end of the 
republic. It seems to be used here loosely for the Peloponnesus, 
Oraeciam, including all the northern districts. 

49. 128. quo nomine . . . appellatur : i.e. depeouniia repetundis. 
sese ipsum: i.e. his restitution to his country; he had been 

' capite damnatms indicia causa,' by Verres, § 109. 

ex litibus aest. : 'in the assessment of your damages,' i.e. in the 
estimation of the amount of restitution you have to make for your 
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unlawful gains. The ' litis aestimcUio ' was made by the iudices after 
bringing in their verdict in cases of extortion or peculation : the 
restitution was variously fixed at double or four times the amount 
unlawfully obtained. 

boc tantum lab. it. -. hendiadys : ' such a toilsome journey ' ; for 
EubuUda, see § 110. 

129. L. Metellum. L. Metellus succeeded Verres as praetor in 
Sicily, B.C. 70. He and his brothers Quintus and Marcus were 
staunch supporters of V. (Introd. § 11). As praetor of Sicily he had 
forbidden any embassy leaving the island to appear against Verres, 
and had forcibly detained most important witnesses on Cicero's side. 
See bk. ii. § 12. 

yeniebant. For the vivid indicative instead of the more regular 
subjunctive venissent, see Roby § 1574. 
utrumoLue = utrorumque. 

130. gloria : 'ambition,' 'love of renown' ; of. Hor. 1 Sat. vi. 23 : 
Sed fvigente trahit constrictos gloria curru Non minus ignotos 
generosis : ' ambition draws alike the humble and the nobly-born, 
chained to her gleaming oar,' and 2 JEp. i. 177. 

deiecero : ' avert,' cf. § 162 : cruciatum a corpore deieciurtim arbi- 
trabatur. 

50. 131. ita defendat : Hotman's conjecture, ' defendat ut ilia . . . 
praetermittat,' has much to recommend it. As the text stands, ita is 
explained in § 135, qiiapropter si mihi respondere voles, haec dicito, etc. 

culpae fortunam adslg. : ' make a man's ill-fortune a ground of 
accusation ' ; pf . Oic. ad Fam. vi. 7 : quidquid detrahas necesse est aut 
infirmitati aut invidiae adsignetur : ' any disparagement you make 
is necessarily ascribed to weakness or ill-will.' 

obicere : ' cast in one's teeth.' 

offendeiint: 'have failed.' So o/eBsio= 'failure,' 'want of 
success.' Cf. de Off. 1. 21, 71 ; pro leg. Man. x. 28 : cuius adolescentia 
non offensionibus helli sed victoriis est erudita: 'whose youth was 
trained not by failures but by victories. ' 

naufragia fort : cf. § 98, gloriae naufragium. 

perpetuo : with sociis atque amicis; cf. § 83 : in amicitia fideque 
popidi Jtomani perpetuo manseramt. 

132. perfugla fortunae = all chance of attributing your failure to 
ill-luck. 

tametsl sclent ei . . . ' Only those have a right to complain of 
their iU-luck being cast in their teeth, who trust themselves to 
fortune : there was no question of "fortune " in your case, you were 
engaged not in battle but in debauchery.' 
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mortem oommunem. Communis was a common epithet of Mars 
as being ' impartial,' favouring now one now another. Cf. ad Fam. 
vi. 4, 1 : cvkm omnes belli Mars communis et cum semper incerti exilus 
proeliorum sint : ' since the fortune of war is always equal and the 
issue of battles ever uncertain.' Venerem communem is used in 
sarcastic allusion to the ' impartiality ' with which Verres dispensed 
his favours. 

133. praecldas licet : ' you may pass over this too, ' a mild im- 
perative: praecidere= lit. to cut short one's remarks. Cf. de Senect. 
16, 57, brevi praeeidam : 'I will briefly pass over.' 

vertltur : 'is concerned with,' depends upon.' Cf. Livy xxxvii. 
7, 8 : Sed totum id vertitur in voluntate PhUi/ppi : ' but all this 
depends upon P. 's will. ' 

in milltes nostros. Serious breaches of discipline, such as mutiny 
and desertion, were punished by death. Military punishments 
were entirely at the discretion of the imperator, from whose decision 
there was originally no appeal ; but see note to leges Semp. § 163. 
An offence committed by a large number of men was punished by 
decimatio, or the execution of every tenth soldier. See pro Cluent. 
§ 128 where C. mentions the adoption of this form of punishment, 
adding ut metus videlicet ad omnes poeim ad paucos perveniret.

uon modo (uon) sed . . . ue . . . quidem : on the omission of {non) 
when both clauses have a common predicate, see Roby'§ 2240 c. 

134. mercedem lacrlmarum : referring to the extortions of the 
carnifex Sextius § 118. 

135. quapropter. See § 131. 

vacuum remum. A remus vacuus is an oar without a man to 
work it. Long says ' tractus ' = ' attached to its place and dragged 
along instead of being worked by the hand of the rower,' an arrange- 
ment, one would think, most detrimental to getting much way on 
the ship, to say nothing of the inconvenience caused to the other 
oarsmen ! Halm regards it as merely a stronger expression for 
' carried,' and it may simply imply the carrying of what was more 
a hindrance than a help, and the expenditure of more than one's 
due share of exertion. 

tenebere. Note to § 39. 

52. 136-8. A recapitulation of the charges brought against 
Verres. Notice the skill with which C. in a perfectly natural and 
consistent manner, without any apparent straining after effect, 
sums up the whole case of Verres' maladministration, leaving a 
vivid impression on the minds of the jurors of his enormities, before 
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passing on to speak in greater detail of his most heinous crime — 
the execution of Koman citizens unheard.

The second is used in the more restricted sense of an 
assembly of Roman citizens in a province, see § 10. 
veterem : ' of long standing.' 

141. Inluriam facio : i.e. in asking such a question, admitting 
that there could be any reason : civitatis, citizenship. 

ignoseite In hoc uno : ' pardon me in this one instance : for in 
the other cases I shall not much look for reasons.' 

quod isti simul ac, etc. The technicalities of this section will 
be best understood by a brief explanation of the case. Servilius 
had spoken too freely of the iniquities of Verres ; Verres, therefore, 
summoned him to Lilybaeum to answer some charge or other 
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which he had trumped up in the name of a certain slave. Servilius 
appears at Lilybaeum, but no accuser is forthcoming. Verres, 
however, requires him to pay a sum of money as a guarantee ' that 
he is not acquiring a livelihood by theft,' offering to appoint some 
of his own retinue as arbiters. Servilius protests, and is ac- 
cordingly beaten to death. These are the facta that we gather 
from Cicero, but we know that no slave could be a party to a suit, 
and so we are met at the outset by a difficulty of ' Venerius servus. ' 
We must either accept Cicero's statements and make the best of 
them, or suppose that Verres treated the law with such contempt 
as to allow a slave, - nominally at least, to appear as plaintiff ; 
though in this case it is not easy to see why he should try to give 
a legal colour to his proceedings at all. 

Vadimonium promittere. Vadimonium was the ' bail ' demanded 
of the defendant by the plaintiff for his appearance on a fixed day 
to answer to his charge. The plaintiff was said — vadari aliquem, 
the defendant vadimonium promittere ; see § 34. For Lilybaeum 
used pregnantly for 'to appear at L.,' op. bk. iii. 78: promittunt 
Herbitenses vadimonium Syracusas. 

Venerio servo : a slave in the temple of Venus at Eryx. 

nemo ageret=meMio actor (plaintiff) esset : postvJaret, sc. a 
praetore indicium, i.e. demanded that his complaint should be 
heard. 

sponsionem facere. This was a legal form by which two persons 
entered into ' a sort of judicial wager ' as Ramsay calls it (Man. 
Antiq. p. 283). It was called 'sponsio' from 'spondeo,' the word 
employed by both parties ; e.g. A. would say to B. : ' If I can prove 
you are making a livelihood by theft, do you agree (spondeane) to 
give me a certain sum ? ' to which B. would answer : ' I do [spondeo). ' 
Both A. and B. were equally said sponsionem facere. The amount 
was forfeited by the losing party. 

milium : the exact number of thousand sesterces is wanting in 
the MSS. 

ni fortis . . . faceret. The actual words of the formulae in this 
case would be : — Lictor : ' si furtis quaestum facis, mihi dare 
nummos, Servili, spondes?' Servilius: 'Spondeo.' When this is 
put indirectly si becomes ni ; ' the substitution of ni, in affirmative 
wagers, for the si of the formulae, being probably due to the risk 
which the plaintiff mna, and the exception which, if proved, would 
free him from this risk, being chiefly regarded.' Roby ii. p. 331, 
note. Of. de Off. iii. 77 : cum is sponsionem fecisset, ni vir bonus 
e3set=io be forfeited, if he were not a good man.

The'lictors carried, besides the ordinary 'fasces,' a 
stout cudgel in their right hands for clearing the way for the 
magistrate.

homo Venerius= Verres, with a play on Venerius servus, § 141. 

adfluens o. lepore ac venust. : 'the very pink of grace and 
gallantry.' 

abutebatur : ' misapplied,' or perhaps, as in § 114, ' squandered.' 

ad noctuma vota, etc. : ' in fulfilment of his midnight vows for 
the satisfaction of his lust. ' 

55. 143. Dionysio. The elder tyrant of that name, who ruled in 
Syracuse, 406-368 B.C. For the ' lautumiae ' see note to § 68. 

Mc, ubi trib. plebis: hie = in Rome. A tribunus plebis was not 
allowed to absent himself from the city during his tenure of office, 
but was to be accessible at all hours of the day or night in case of 
an appeal being made to his protection. 

144. oontionis : ' contio ' was a public meeting summoned for 
various purposes by a magistrate ; the special ' contio ' alluded to 
here was that before which Verres could be charged for maladmin- 
istration during his term of office. 

56. 145. illi. The celebrated robbers of antiquity, such as Sinis 
and Procrustes wlio were slain by Theseus ; the Laestrygones who 
haunted Campania and Sicily ; the Cyclopes, etc. 

infestus . . . imminebat : ' was the terror and menace of every 
sea on all sides of Sicily.' 

Fhalaris : the tyrant of Agrigentum (of uncertain date), who has 
made himself infamous in connection with the 'brazen bull' in 
which he roasted his victims alive. 

alter non D. . . . sed quodam : there is a slight anacoluthon here 
but the sense is clear. 
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immanitate : 'herd of monsters,' abet, for concrete. Cf. ser- 
vitium, etc. § 9, note. 

146. 01iaryl)(lmi, Scyllam. Two monsters who gave their names 
to two rooks situated in the straits between Italy and Sicily ; they 
were both formidable to sailors, the former being said to swallow 
down the waters of the sea thrice a day, and thrice throw them up 
again ; the latter was represented as surrounded by fierce hounds, 
hence C.'s allusion in ' canibus,' by which he means of course the 
' monsters ' in the retinue of Verres. In describing this locality, 
Smyth (Sicily, p. 107) says : ' Modems of intelligence in visiting 
this spot have gratified their imaginations with fancying it the 
scourge of seamen, and that in a gale its caverns " roar like dogs " ; 
but I, as a sailor, never perceived any difference between the effect 
of the surges here and on any other coast, yet I have frequently 
watched it closely in bad weather.'

Dianlo : a promontory (and fort) on the East coast of Spain, used 
by Sertorius as a base for naval operations.

eas ipsas : attracted for ea ipsa (argumenta) causas esse, 

57. 147. lnstltutls= 'proceedings,' practices.' See § 8. 
num : 'not, I suppose,' 'surely not ..." 

ex Ipsius sinu : 'from his own pocket.' The siniis was a volum- 
inous fold in the breast of the toga used as a pocket. See the 
woodcut in Becker's Gallus, p. 414. 

ratlonem carceris : ' the prison-roll. ' 

148. ita defendere : ' urge this plea,' viz. -. that they had all 
died. 

ISi.Kaici6i](rav : a Sicilian provincialism or euphemism for ' they 
were executed,' a meaning which Cicero says Verres was too care- 
less (dissolutus) to note (attendere) and too illiterate {barbanis) to 
understand (iniellegere). Notice the chiasmus in which attendere 
refers to dissoluttis and intellegere to harharus. See Koby, vol. i.

58. 149. natlo: '.tribe,' generally used of uncivilised people )( 
gens. 

151. superiore ex loco : i. e. from the rostra or raised platform 
from which magistrates addressed the people. Cicero refers to the 
charge of maiestas which, when he became curnle aedile, he would 
bring against Verres, if he were acquitted on the present charge. 
See § 173 and note to certus locus § 79. 

oui=«am si ei, with change from second person (te, tibi) to third. 
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152. basilicas : these were covered porticoes connected with the 
Forum; they were used originally by merchants for the trans- 
action of business, and eventually served also as law-courts. Their 
name, basilicae (sc. aulcie) was derived from the i7ro4 j3a<ri\eios at 
Athens, the portico in which the &pxuv ^ainXeis administered 
justice. 

istorum horn. . ' such men,' e.g. partisans of Marius and Sertorius, 
who had been pardoned and allowed to return to Rome. 

ciTHls enim dissenslonis, etc. : ' for in the civil strife and mad- 
ness, or fate, or calamity (whichever you like to call it) which has 
fallen on us, that is no unwelcome termination, in which, etc. ' 

consulis. Cn. Papirius Carbo, see Introd. § 4. Verres had been 
quaestor to Carbo, but deserted him and ' transferred his quaestor- 
ship' to the party of Sulla {translator quaesturae), carrying with 
him the military chest.

in foro, etc. ; i.e. they enjoyed all the privileges of civitas with 
the exception of the right to hold office {ius honorum), which, by a 
lex of SuUa B.C. 81, was withheld from the sons and grandsons of 
proscribed persons. 

153. Perperna; See note to § 72. After the death of Sertorius, 
Perperna took command of the armies of Spain, but was defeated in 
his first engagement with Pompeius, who had him put to death,

isti generi horn. = istorum hominum, § 152. 

154. Non licet me utl. See note to § 45. 

Isto tanto bono : ' such a great advantage.' i.e. of letting Verres 
prove that the mercatores whom he put to death were partisans of 
Sertorius.

APPENDIX 



EEPETUNDAE. 



The word Eepetundae (sc. pecuniae) was applied in its most 
restricted sense to the money or other valuable property which a 
provincial governor had illegally appropriated. In course of time 
the meaning of the word was extended to embrace any act of 
maladministration, oppression, or corruption on the part of such 
governor, and was further made to cover the taking of bribes by 
indices, and, in general, any fraudulent proceeding on the part of 
any magistrate in the discharge of his official duty. The word, 
however, was not restricted to the actual objects sought to be 
recovered, but was also sometimes applied to the offence itself in 
the sense of ' extortion ' : e.g. repetundarwn reus, argui, etc. 

The crime of Eepetundae was one which grew with the growth 
of the Koman empire. In the earliest days of the republic the 
offence is unheard of, for opportunities for committing it were 
wanting : but the gradual extension of Eoman conquest, necessi- 
tating as it did the sending out of special magistrates to the 
newly acquired provinces, opened up to unscrupulous magistrates 
an almost unlimited field for amassing private wealth at the 
expense of the unfortunate provincials. Law after law was 
passed more clearly and closely defining the offence, with the 
object of repressing the growing cupidity of magistrates, but all 
were equally ineflcacious. 

The first legislative enactment that dealt directly with the 
subject was the Lex Porcia of M. Poroius Cato, b.c, 198, which 
apparently limited the amount which a governor could legally 
demand from the provincials for the necessary expenses of ad- 
ministration. The next law was the Lex Galpurnia, proposed in 
B.C. 149 by L. Calpumius Piso, a tribune of the people. By this 
law the trial of cases of Eepetundae was referred to a ' standing 

I 
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commigsion ' {Quaestio perpehia), all previous methods of dealing 
with such cases having proved unsatisfactory. The commission 
was presided over by the Praetor Peregrinus, the indices being 
chosen from the Senate and serving for a year — hence the term 
'perpefiia'. The lex further provided that only foreigners could 
maintain an Actio Repetundarum. Roman citizens under similar 
circumstances could recover by the ordinary civil processes. The 
next enactment of importance was the Lex Servilia ( 1 B.C. 106) 
proposed by the Tribunus Plebis, 0. Servilius Grlaucia, by which 
not only provincial governors but all magistrates were made 
equally liable to prosecution for the abuse of their judicial power. 
The law also introduced into cases De Repetundis a peculiar 
•arrangement called Gomperendinatio, by which all such trials were 
divided into two distinct parts — actio prima and secunda : in the 
first of which the accuser sketched out the case in outline and the 
defender replied, witnesses being examined and cross-examined. 
No verdict, however, was given at the first hearing, but the case 
was adjourned till the next day but one {perendie — Whence the 
name) when the trial proceeded and a verdict was pronounced. 
(Verres anticipated the actio secunda by voluntary exile, hence a . 
verdict was in his case given after the actio prima.) Under this 
law, too, Indices to the number of 450 were annually chosen by 
the presiding praetor from non-senators, from whom the requisite 
number were taken by lot for each case — ^both parties to the suit 
having the right of rejecting a certain number. The penalty 
fixed by the lex was twice the amount of the extortion proved to 
have been committed. This law was followed in b.c. 101 by the 
hx Acilia, passed by M. Acilius Glabrio, which took away the 
' com/permdinatio' which had been allowed by the lex Servilia. 
Then came the lex Gornelia of SuUa, B.C. 81, which restored the 
' comperendin,atio,' and, among other provisions, enacted that a 
provincial governor should be held liable to prosecution if he took 
money for the purpose of having statues erected to him and 
failed to have the statues set up within five years ; and that no 
aedUe should borrow works of art from the provinces for the 
adornment of their shows at Rome. The penalty was increased to 
four times the amount of the extortion, with the additional 
punishment of outlawry {ignis et aquae interdictio), and provisions 
were made for tracing and recovering any of the plunder that 
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might have found its way into other persons' hands. It also made 
magistrates liable to prosecution who did not give in their pro 
consular accounts to the treasury. The last enactment on the 
subject was the lex Julia, passed in b.c. 59 in the first consulship of 
0. Julius Caesar. It ordained that persons conyicted of Repe- 
tundae should lose their rank and be disqualified from being 
witnesses, indices, or senators. 

The Verrine prosecution then was conducted under the lex 
Gornelia — though Verres seems to have been mulcted in only two 
and a half times the amount of his extortions ; and though tliis 
law had considerably enlarged the limits within which a charge for 
Repetundae fell, Cicero allows himself still further latitude, and 
touches upon crimes in Verres' career on which the law was not 
directly operative.
